Commissioner Heno M. Host has de- 
cldud that mutual life insurance com- 
panies doing InitTncss In this state 
must distribute their surplus among 
the policy holders at least once in 
five years. The decision alTocts many 
companies, and involves some J3CO.- 
000,000 which ban been withheld by 
companies doing business in Wiscon- 
sin. 


That the stand of Mr. Host will be 


fought by the Insurance companies 
there is no doubt, and eventually It 
will reach the highest' courts. 
The 


outcome of the case has been watched 
for months by every company In the 
country, and 
If the commissioner's 


stand Is sustained by the courts it 
will cause a shnko-up in Insurance cir- 
cles such as has never been ween. It 
will make It possible for heirs of dead 
people to claim surpluses and com- 
pound Interests that have been with- 
held, according to a well-known In- 
surance man, and endless litigation 
is probable. 


There are a number of mutual com- 


panies In this state that divide their 
surplus in one, two or three years, 
and they will not be affected. There 
are a number of companies that have 
mixed policies, some calling for a 
distribution of surplus within 
five 


years, and therefore not affected by 
the decision, and others providing for 
a distribution at tho end of twenty 
years. These latter policies are in- 
cluded under the decision.

been known to dispute his claims to 
the title of premier baseball sharp the 
fact remains that the French Cana- 
dian, for Lnjole's parents were natives 
of the Dominion. Is certainly the ablest 
and most valuable player In uniform 
today. 


Lajole is now the star attraction nnd 


mainstay of the Clcvelaiids. Ills 1m-

mediate effect on the showing of the 
team has been strikingly demonstrated 
by uevelopments of this season. The 
famous second base man was attacked 
by illness which kept him out of the 
game for n considerable period, during 
which the Cleveland team took on n 
noticeable slump nnd rubbed shoulder? 
•with second division clubs. The reap- 
pearance of Lajole on the diamond, 
however, enabled the nine to creep Into 
the first division, and his presence on 
the second suck gave new contldencc to 
the other members of the blues. 


Lajole became widely talked about 


last year In connection with his deser- 
tion of Colonel Hovers' Philadelphia 
National* to go over to Manager Connie 
Mack's Quaker City Athletics. 
The 


colonel obtained an Injunction in the 


• court of common pleas restraining La- 
jole from continuing with the Ath- 
letics. 


The Plilladelphiu Americans were 


playing In Baltimore the day the in- 
junction was granted, and Manager 
Mack received a telegram during the 
game announcing the action of thu 
court. He obeyed the order on the in- 
stant and did not permit Lajole to tin- 
Ish the game, taking him out in the 
eighth Inning. Thus for probably tlio 
first time in the history of baseball 
was a man placed on the bench during 
the progress of a game owing to a 
court instruction. 


Restrained from playing with the 


Athletics. Lajole was transferred to 
the Cleveland blues, remaining with 
them ever since and' receiving n salary 
of about $O.OoO. 


The Injunction prevented him from 


playing in Philadelphia with any other 
team than the Nationals unless that or- 
ganization agreed to the contrary, and 
consequently during the time it was in 
force Lajole stayed on the bench while 
his team was scheduled In Quaker- 
town. 
ISecently. however. President 


Potter, the new dictator of the Phillies, 
succeeding Colonel Hogers. agreed to 
have the Injunction dismissed, and con- 
sequently Lajole was enabled to cavort 
on the greensward of the city In which 
be rose to national fame. 


Lnjole has for several years been 


known as one of the strongest batsmen 
that ever faced a twlrler. He has the 
muscle of n Hercules and. seemingly, 
the eye of a hawk. Once asked what 
kind of n ball he could not hit. Napo- 
leon answered. "Those I can't reach." 
and the followers of the game admit 
that tills statement Is the truth. ' And 
It Is only Just to add that the balls 
Lajole cannot reach are very few and 
far between. 
He Is tall nnd long 


armed and never hesitates to stretch, 
out after wide ones when he thinks 
he has a chance to connect with them.

England league In an outlleldlng posi- 
tion. 
HP was discovered by William 


M. Nash, former manager of-the Phila- 
delphia Nationals, and was signed to 
piny llrst base for tlio Quakers. 


Few young players who enter the 


ranks of the major league, the fastest 
baseball rompuny In the country, suc- 
ceeded In reaching the pinnacle of 
fame In so short a period as lias La- 
jole. 
Up to Aug. 12, 18UO, when he 


llrst made his appearance with the 
Philadelphia team in a game with the 
Wushingtons at Philadelphia, lie was 
absolutely unknown outside the New 
England league circuit, but In less than 
two weeks after Joining the Phillies ho 
was hailed as n wonder, and his fame 
began to grow until before the close of 
that season he was generally pro- 
nounced the "llnd" of the year. 


He is supposed to have acquired his 


knowledge of the game on the lots at 
his native town, \Voonsocket, II. 1., 
whore he soon gained renown as nil 
amateur nnd seinlprofesslunal player. 
It was his remarkable batting, how- 
ever, Uiat attracted the attention of 
the management of the Fall Klver rlub 
of the New Kngland league, and he 
was offered a place on Its team for tl;o 
Reason of IS'JO, this being his llrst regu- 
lar professional engagement. 


During that summer Nash made a 


trip to New Kngland In search of young 
players to strengthen the Phillies, who 
appeared to be weak almost every- 
where, and he saw I-aJole play. Nash 
was more than pleased with him and 
succeeded In making arrangements for 
his release. What IK remarkable Is tlio 
fact that, IIH he played In the outfield 
while with the Fall Ulver club, first 
base was a completely new position 
for him when he was placed there on 
Joining the Phillies. He participated 
in eighty championship games In 18!H) 
while with the Fall Ulversnml I til the 
New Kngl;ind league In batting with n 
percuntnge of .-111), and In the thirty- 
nine championship contests with the 
PhlladelphluH that season lie hud n 
batting percentage of .iiai. 


In 1807, his lirst full season with 


Philadelphia, he participated in 120 
championship contests and ranked s£v- 
enth as n batsman, with n percentage 
of .JJIKI. lie was Justly entitled to the 
credit of leading the major league in 
making bases. He achieved the flue 
total of .'07 .bases, making more long 
safe hits than any other player in the 
country. 


Leagiia pitchers, without exception, 


say Lajole hits a ball harder than any 
batsman in professional ranks. Those 
who have faced Anson believe Lajole 
can hit harder than the great chieftain 
when Anson was In his prime as a bat- 
ter! 


It is to be regretted that the flve big 


eastern college baseball teams can't 
get together and frnmo up a series 
each season that will decide the annual 
championship question to better advan- 
tage. While Princeton, by virtue of 
defeating Yale, holds the intercollegi- 
ate championship title, there is a grave 
question us to whether the Tigers are 
the best team.

LONG AWAITED WAGON. 


OF HANDSOME WORKMANSHIP 


.Is In Every Respect Superior to the 


. 
Old Wagon—Cost $2.150— ..._ 


Is in Service. 


Something Imposing 
was expect- 


ed In tho new tire patrol wagon, but 
when It arrived this morning It sur- 
passed all expectations. 
All day It 


•was surrounded by a little group or 
persons who looked It over, waxing 
more 
enthusiastic as they 
ered Its points of superiority over 
the old patrol. 
The wagon was put 


into commission 
immediately, the 


old patrol being wheeled out 
of 


the east side station, and when tho 
Worses were taken out for their at- 
ternoon's exercise by Drivers 
Ben 
liarriage and-Con Murphy they were 
hitched to the new wagon. 


Is Painted White 
In shape it is somewhat similar 


to the old wagon, save that Us pro- 
portions are larger, and that above 
the body of the wagon, to the rear 
of the driver's seat, is a rack in 
which are coiled two hundred feet 
of rubber hose. 
Then, too, it has 


large wheel guards with a step on 
either side between the wheels. Its 
color is perhaps its most distinguish- 
ing feature. 
It is painted a pure 


white with striplcgs and decorations 
of brilliant colors. Its seating space 
is practically the same as that ot 
the old wagon. 
The manufacturers 


say that it is the flnest patrol wa- 
gon they have ever turned out, ,It 
is heavier than the old wagon. 


Built of Steel 


Hammered steel is used almost en- 


tirely la its 
manufacture. 
The 


body is of solid panels of hammered 
steel, with a double bottom for car- 
rying supplies, and a tool box hang- 
ing beneath the wagon. 
There are 


lockers under the scats. 
The brake 
is of a pattern similar to the bjcycle 
coaster brake, and operates on the 
hub. 
The wheels have roller bear- 


Ings, and three-Inch solid 
rubber 
tires. 
Tho axles are 
of 
hand- 


forged steel. 
The pole is of an os- 


cillating pattern which prevents its 
coming In contact with the horses. 


Big Chemical Tank 


Its fire equipment i« far superior 


to the old patrol. 
In addition to 


one three-gallon and two six-Ballon 
Babcock extinguishers, it carries a 
thirty-flve-gallon Champion chemical 
engine under the driver's seat. This 
Is connected with two hundred feet 
of rubber hose, which throws 
a 


stream about equal to that of a gar- 
den hose. Instead of 
the 
needle 


stream which the other extinguish- 
ers throw. 
Two flre axes, a steel 


crowbar, and a powerful ateel door 
opener, which will'force any door 
however powerful, are also carried.

INDIVIDUALS SHOULD DO WORK 


Costly Task for the Municipality to 


Endeavor to Cut Down All 


of the Weeds. 


To the Editor: 
Tho property owners of Juoesvillc 


ought to cut their own weeds. Am 
It is not enough that they should bo 
cut. 
They should be extirpated al 


toRuthcr. 
Janesvlllo 
Is 
nioro 


unkempt In this particular than an> 
city in Wisconsin. 
which fact can 


only be stated to its shame. 
And 


next to It is tho folly of cutting (?) 
these weeds at public expense each 
year. 
Tlic property 
owner gains 


nothing by such waste 
of 
public 


money, every dollar of which ought 
to bo expended to keep the streets 
In repair. 
If he owns but a single 


lot. It Is cheaper for him to do this 
work than it Is to pay taxes to cut 
tho weeds on the property of his 
neighbor. 
And tho owner of nnnv 


orous lots is surely able 
to 
keep 


them presentable. 
Jancsvllle 
is 


scandalized by Its bad appearance 
on account of weeds In tho streets. 
And during a wet season for Instance 
it is Impossible for tho city to at- 
tend to this business, as It should 
lie. 
It would cost fully $2,000 for 


tho city to keep down tho weed pest 
as it should be. 
Again, these prop 


erty owners should remember that 
tho city weed commissioners are not 
appointed for the purpose of supply' 
ing work merely to anybody. 
They 


are not even controlled by the oom 
mon council but do business under 
the law of tho state, which nnmes tho 
weeds also which they arc author- 
ized to have destroyed.

Noxious Weeds Only 


. A "great many people sit quietly 
in tlio shade while tho grass and 
different kinds of weeds grow luxur- 
iantly In their 
ditches and along 


their terraces. 
They say "let that 


alone, the city must attend to I 
I am of the opinion that the com- 
missioners are not legally authoriz- 
ed to cut anybody's weeds at public 
cost. 
But "their duty is performed 


when they hnvo notified the delin- 
quent property owner to destroy his 
noxious weeds. 
I am Informed that 


sweet clover for Instance, Is no long; 
cr listed among the noxious weeds, 
although It Is held to be ono of thq 
most obnoxious of tho whole batch 
The difference is in the definition of 
the word noxious used In the statute 
as compared with the word "obnox 
Ions" commonly used In conversa- 
tion. 
It appears to be .tho fact 


that a weed may be very obnoxious 
to people generally 
which at tho 


same time may not be noxious in 
thn sense used by the law-making 
power. 
Tills simple rule also ap-J 


plies to that space usually designed 
as a "terrace" between the sidewalk 
and .and the. curb on macadamized 
streets, of the .olty.

principle and practice to uso public 
money to keep down weeds on pri- 
vate terraces.

In that way. and finally subdued, but 
It never can be by cutting the weeds 
with scythes.

known to city governments that of 
the weed commissioner I* the most 
farcical, no matter who holds tho of- 
fice or how diligently he may strive 
lo do his duty. 
People say; "What 


ninkcs them cut the weeds so ear- 
ly?" 
Others reverse 
this theory, 


and Inquire the reason 
why their 


wuedrf are not cut before they go to 
seed. 


Tho answer is very simple.

the weeds cannot he cut at the same 
time. 
It would require n hundred 


men experienced with the scythe, to 
cut all tin; weeds In a week's time.

It is useless to find fault with the 


present system.

ply find fault 
are referreii to the 


legislature that makes the law. But 
It is never too late to Improve even 
upon the wisdom of tho most august 
and honorable of all legislative bod- 
ies.

ALLEGE FRAUD IN CONTRACTS 


Machen Is Said to Have Furnished 


Shoulder Straps Belonging to the 
United Ststes to L. J. Stern, Who 
Divided the Profits.

invtMlgatlon lias ileveloiiinl another 
sens-atlun. tho federal grand Jury re- 
turning seven Indictments, Involving 
nine persons for alleged cousi-lracy 
and bribery in connection with pasta/ 
affairs. 
Those named in the Indict 
dents are:

the head of the free delivery service,

four of the indictments. 


William Gordon Crawford, who was 


deputy auditor for the postofllce de- 
partment from June 12, 1893, to Sept. 
15. 1S»7. 


Leopold J. Stern, of Baltimore. 
George E. Lorenz, of Toledo, for- 


merly a prominent government 
of- 
Ik In!. 


Martha J. Lorenz, wife of George 


E. Lorenz. 


John T. Cupper, mayor of- Lock 


Haven, Pa. 


William C. Long, an Ohio man, who 


Is an intimate friend of Machen. 


Maurice Runkel. of New York. city. 
Thomas W. McGregor, who was a 


messenger at the beginning of Mnch- 
cnV administration of the free de- 
livery service, and in recent years 
has been in charge of the supplies 
for the rural free delivery service. 


Give Heavy Bonds. 


Crawford voluntarily appeared In 


court soon after the indictments -were 
returned and furnished Jlo.imo ball, 
and McGregor likewise pave $5,000 
ball. Long was arrested at his home, 
•where Deputy 
Marshal Sprlngman 


found him In bed. He was released 
on J10.000 bonds. 
His was the only 


case In which a bench warrant was 
Issued, owing to the voluntary action 
of the others indicted. 


Marhen was not arrested under the 


new indictment, as he gave bonds In 
520.0(10 under his Indictment several 
•weeks ago. and the authorities felt 
that this was sufficient to insure his 
appearance. 


The grand Jury has not completed 


the work laid before It by the postal 
investigators and other indictments 
xnay be expected later on. It Is un- 
derstood that two additional cases 
against one of the parties indicted, a 
former prominent bureau official, are 
being Inquired into by the grand Jury, 
and that the acts of another high of- 
ficial of the postofllce department, al- 
ready under Indictment by the Brook- 
lyn grand Jury, are being investigated. 


Conspiracy Is Charged. 


Machen, 
Cupper and 
Long 
are 


named Jointly in one of the indict- 
ments for violation' of the conspiracy 
section of the revised statutes. The 
indictment .sets out that between July 
3. 1897, and July 1. 1901. Cupper In- 
duced Machen to give him (Cuppnr) 
the contract for furnishing materials 
for and employment In the painting of 
letter boxes, package boxes and posts, 
and that Cupper painted these boxes, 
posts, etc.. in Reading, Albany, Scran- 
ton and many other cities throughout 
the country, and In addition painted 
17.771 boxes at the box factor)' at 
Reading. Pa., and 2,048 package boxes 
at the box factory In Cleveland, O., 
paying Machen a consideration of 10 
cents a box. Long acting as 
Inter- 


mediary. 


Another 'Indictment against Stern, 


Long and Machen, based on alleges vi- 
olation of the same statute, charges 
that Stern entered Into a contract with 
the government to furnish letter car- 
riers' satchels and letter collectors' 
satchfli* for the free delivery service, 
the satchels to be supplied In each 
case with a leather shoulder strap. 
The cost of each of these straps to 
Stern In complying with his contract 
would amount to 25 cents. . 


Allege Division of Profits. 


The Indictment charges that Mach- 


en, in his ofllclal capacity, was to pro- 
cure shoulder straps at the expense 
of the United States and deliver the 
vamo to Stern, to be used by the lat- 
ter In the performance of his contract 
in order that Stern might save 25 
cents on each satchel delivered to the 
United States. It further charges that 
notwithstanding the furnishing of such 
shoulder straps by the United States, 
Stern was to r!:r.r[U' tho full contract 
price for each satchel furnished by 
lilm. and that a pnrtlon of tho saving 
to Stern should be retained by him 
and the residue paid to I-ong. to be 
divided between \MOK an Machen. 


A third indictment jointly names 


Crawford, Maclu-n. and Lorer.z and his 
wife for conspiracy. Crawford repre- 
sented the Postal Device and Lock 
company, which received tho contract 
for furnishing certain of the letter 
carriers' satchels. The contract called 
for shoulder straps for tin* satchels, 
which, the indictment charges, were 
never furnished by the contractor, be 
Ing supplied Instead by the United 
States under 
Machen's 
orders, al 


though the contractor received tho 
pay for them. For this concession 
It "is charged that Crawford paid to 
Machon through the Ix>renzes about 
20 per cent of tho amount receive' 
Irom the gnvernnienr. 


2ribery Is Alltycd. 


KuiiKel, McGregor, acrt >f»*»-v» «*w 


named Jointly In another Indictment 
for a similar transaction. 


Cupper la charged In a separate In- 


dictment with paying Machen a bribe 
of, 5SOO in August, 1900. Long also Is 
indicted separately for paying a bribe, 
both these briber}' cases being In tho 
same transaction!) Involved In thi> con- 


splracy indictments. 
Crawford was 


separately indicted for presenting a 
false claim for satchels by charging 
the government and receiving pay 
therefor for shoulder straps never sup- 
plied by him. 


Tho straps for which It Is alleged 


the government was made to pay twice 
wore supplied by a New York firm, 
which Is said to have acted In entirely 
good faith.

Reports nra al- 
most unanimous as to the heavy dis- 
tribution of merchandise, and this Is 
shown 
statistically by the Increase 


In railway earnings thus far reported 
for July, 12.5 per cent over last year's 
and 23.1 per cent above 1901," accord- 
Ing to R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly re- 
view of trade. Continuing, the report 
says: 


Retail Trade Is Heavy. 


"As a rule retail trade In summer 


fabrics has continued heavy, and Job- 
bers report fall business opening welt. 
Labor Is well employed throughout 
the country except when voluntarily 
Idle. 


"Agricultural news Is favorable. For- 


eign trade la maintained, both exports 
and Imports from this city showing 
gains over the corresponding week last 
year. • 


"Moderate Improvement Is noted in 


the tone of the Iron and steel indus- 
try. There Is striking absence of urg- 
ent orders, however, especially In lines 
outside of railway equipment. Thero 
Is less anxiety regarding the danger of 
over-production, although dozens of 
new blast furnaces arc In course of 
construction, and an active capacity of 
twenty million tons annually Is now 
assured. 


Foreigners Bid. 


"Cables report spirited bidding by 


European rail mills for largo contracts 
In America that homo producers can- 
not consider, owing to their over-sold 
condition. Coke is moving freely, but 
the Alabama coal strike still disturbs 
furnacemcn.

which are steadily reducing their per- 
centage of Idle machinery. 
Conse- 


quently prices arc fully sustained, 
rendering a good profit to the manu- 
facturers who hold raw material pur- 
chased at normal prices. 


Buyers In Evidence. 


"Aside from a few .of the highest 


grades, 
new 
lines If 
light-weight 


woolens for next spring are 
fully 


opened. 
Prices are about the same 


as a year ago." Buyers are numerous 
In the loading markets, taking woolen 
goods freely, and showing a prefer- 
ence for tho fancy grades. Footwear 
factories arc crowded with work, or- 
ders coming In briskly for fall goods, 
and western Jobbers have placed ad- 
ditional contracts for next spring. 
Hides again, averaged much lower, 
and this continued weakness encour- 
ages shoe manufacturers to 'postpone 
purchases of leather In ' expectation 
of better terms.

Con- 
ductor Hall, who had expected trou- 
ble when he saw the train flagged, 
was prepared for the mob, and as they 
made a rush for the coaches he or- 
dered all the doors of the cars locked.

ers.. Revolvers were also brought Into 
play, and flying missiles of all descrip- 
tions camo through the windows, but 


' not a passenger or trainman was In- 


jured. ' 


Engineer Beck during the firing had 


sat iipnn hl« Ti-Ire. covered by re- 
volvers in tht .11:111;* uf several mem- 
bers of the mob. At last, -when the 
main body of the mob had almost ex- 
hausted their supply of bullets, those 
who had been guarding the engineer 
left, going toward the smoker, leaving 
Peck unguarded. 


AH his former guards turned and ran 


toward the smoking car. Peck pulled 
the throttle wide open and the train 
began to move.
